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EDMONTON'S AFRICAN COMMUNITY STRUGGLES 
WITH THE DEATHS OF YOUNG SOMALI} MEN

In the brightly coloured afterschool program room at the Afri- 
ca Centre, Badria Dhore helps the younger children with com- 
puter programs, plays card games, and serves the afternoon 
meal — macaroni and cheese. The 17-year-old volunteer comes 
to the centre after classes at Queen Elizabeth high school, 
where she's preparing for university. Eventually, she hopes to 
become a pharmacist. 

Standing by a window, Dhore adjusts the brown Le Chateau 
scarf she's wearing as a hijab. Her parents are Somali, but she 
was born in Windsor, Ont., before the family moved to Alber 
ta 

With scoffing self-confidence she dismisses the notion of 
racism in Edmonton. This is the 2ist century, she says. There's 
a black president in the White House. There-are no barriers to 
education or careers for young immigrants. 

But she has heard about some of thesprobléms in the-Somali 
commurmity. Since 2005, more,thari 30 young Somali men 
have been killed in Alberta 

Both within the Somali and African communities and be 
tween the community groups and the police, there’s been a 
heated ‘discussion around why-these young men are dying. 
There are. few clear answers, and not every case is the same, 
but drugs and gangs are suspected to be part of the problem. 

“It's horrible,” Dhore says. “They could have made the right 

choice — studying or going to work.” 
Some community members are pointing to social problems 
and a lack of positive male role models for the problems, while 
others point to racism. A lack of resources from all levels of 
government is also a common theme. 



















\ his sparse office beside an Italian deli and grocery store 
on the north side, Mahamad Accord president of the Al- 
berta Somali Community Centre, says the situation is compli- 
cated, and racism does play a part. 

“This community is going though a painful transition,” Ac- 
cord says. “It’s like an airplane that's flying and we are trying to 
fix it at the same time.” 

Many in the Somali community practice Islam, a faith that 
doesn’t necessarily reflect the values of Canadians, he says, 
and carries the baggage of 9/11, terrorism, and world events. 

Recently, the situation in Edmonton has become more 
strained. After the death of Mohamud Jama on New Year's Eve 
at the Papyrus Lounge on 107th Avenue, homicide detective Bill 
Clark told reporters the investigation wouldn't get anywhere 
without witnesses. Even though the lounge was crowded, only 
one witness came forward. Jama’s family has since filed a com- 
plaint against the detective. 

The comments made by Clark regarding the Somali commu- 
nity reveal a bigger problem, he says. 

“The reason this guy became news is because he tapped into 
the —- of mainstream Canadians and how they see us,” he 

. “He laid out their suspicions against the community from 
oa they heard on the news, and also links to what's happen- 
ing in Somalia — piracy — and all those issues.” __ 
Characterizing the entire Somali community as tight-lipped 
isn’t right, he says. hee waste

Why doesn’t he say Africans?” he asks. “Why doesn’t he say 
Ethiopians? Why did he only say Somali?” 

There are many reasons why people may not feel comfortable 
coming forward, he says. It's possible there was drinking at the 
Papyprus Lounge, and Muslim men may not come forward be- 
cause drinking is forbidden 

Those that are involved in a dangerous lifestyle are particu- 
larity isolated, he says, and the code of silence that’s common 
among those involved in gangs could be taking over. 

“That's the culture of the youth,” he says. “But this has bran- 
dished the whole community ... That's why we are saying this is 
racism. Because you are profiling us.” 


esponses in the Somali community are far from uniform, 
|b ew citing racism angers Ahmed Abdullahi, a youth and 
family counsellor with the Edmonton Mennonite Centre. 

Sitting on a couch in a small room crowded with computers 
and school supplies at Queen Elizabeth high school on the north 
side, the otherwise quick-to-smile family man allows his frus- 
tration to get the best of him 

Those are just cop-outs, excuses to deflect responsibility,” 
he says. “I’ve been working with youth. I’ve never heard youth 
speaking in those terms.” 

Somali leaders both locally and nationally are failing as role 
models of integration, and instead are blaming others for the 
community's problems, he says 

Abdullahi was born in Somalia, but immigrated to Quebec 
with his parents at seven, and moved to Alberta for work after 
university. He has six brothers and a sister. His father taught 
them all the importance of the rule of law and civic engagement. 
He was fortunate. Others in his community have not had that 
guidance, he says. 

“It's a triple blade that the young Somali men are dealing 
with,” he says, “the lack of support from the community, the 
lack of a male presence at home, and an ill-equipped and unedu- 
cated mother who can't help them.” 

In his front-line work he sees many female-headed house- 
holds in the Somali community. There are many reasons for 
this, he explains. Some men have died in the civil war, and oth- 
ers are separated from their wives. Some fathers may be work- 
ing in other parts of the province. The mothers who are at home 
can’t understand the North American school system to properly 
support their children. If they don’t speak English, fluent chil- 
dren can easily cover up phone calls home concerning absences 
or grades, During the critical period between Grades 10 and 12, 
these young men aren't getting the support they need to finish 
high school and ultimately succeed in life, he says. 

“This problem is not isolated to the Somali cornmunity. This 
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is how youth feel,” he says. Once kids give up on school, they are 
easy prey for gangs, regardless of their cultural background 

Families separated by long distances can hurt any child's 
chances of success, says Hafsa Goma, president of the board for 
the Africa Centre. 

It's not uncommon for parents to come to Alberta looking for 
work, while the kids stay behind in Ontario. 

“As a result, you find kids going between here and Ontario,” 
she says. “By the time they get here, they are already deep into 
the kind of lifestyle they developed when they were on their 
own. When they come here, the damage is done.” 

Sometimes young men come to Alberta on their own, and even 
if they have relatives in Edmonton, they don’t contact them, nor 
are they involved in the local African community: 

For the kids they can reach, the Africa Centre strives to pro- 
vide both a culturally sensitive environment and successful 
African role models. The afterschool program especially helps 
families with parents working late hours, she says 

But Abdullahi disagrees with the Africa Centre's approach. He 
says keeping these kids with Africans hinders their integration 
into mainstream society. They would be better off going to the 
YMCA, he says 

“I myself don't focus on Somali youth because it’s not help- 
ful,” he says. “We are saying that we want to integrate them, but 
on the other hand we are doing isolated programs just for them 
... It doesn't make sense. If we are going to do a program, it has 
to be multicultural 
how to deal with other groups?” It’s the responsibility of Afri- 
can leaders to show the younger generation that they should 
be involved in and contribute to the wider, mainstream society, 
Abdullahi says. Staying within their ethnic community does the 
kids a disservice 

“There are dysfunctional families and dysfunctional commu- 
nity organizations, so the youth are just as confused as hell.” 

But integration is not the only issue here, Accord says. 
He's tried to reach out to youth though the Alberta Somali 
Community Centre, but feels that the ones in trouble are dis- 
connected from their cultural background. 

“These kids went to the public school, ate McDonald’s, and 
grew up here. These kids are Canadian,” he says. “They know 
how this system works, but somehow we can’t get to them.” 


How can they integrate, if they don’t learn 


t the Mebrat Café, several blocks down 107th Avenue 

from the Papyrus Lounge, Mebrat Seyoum relaxes at a 
table during a mid-afternoon lull. Seyoum has operated her res- 
taurant for nine years, working late hours on her own. The Mc- 
Dougall community police station is directly across the avenue, 
and she says she often sees the cops walking their beat past her 
door. Although she's never had a problem with her mixed group

of customers — including fellow Eritreans, as well as Ethiopians, 
Sudanese, and Canadians — she says if something did come up 
she would feel comfortable speaking with the police. 

That connection to the community is vital in police work, says 
Supt. Brad Ward, the co-chair of the Edmonton Police African 
Community Liaison Committee. 

The Edmonton police have conducted frequent talks with the 
Somali community over the past month. Somali community 
leaders are currently gathering information, and working with 
the police to address their concerns. It's unclear as yet what spe 
cific actions these talks will lead to, but Ward seems optimistic 

There are four local Somali groups and one national Somali 
group on the African Committee, as well as several from other 
African nations. While Ward concedes that it's hard for one 
group of people to represent all the Africans in Edmonton, he's 
encouraged by the community's obvious commitment and keen 
motivation. 

“With the Africa committee, we have 20 representatives, and 
how could they possibly represent or attempt to gather the input 
and represent the interest of all Africa? That's part of the chal 
lenge,” he says. “One of the things that’s remarkable and laud 
able is that the community is talking about taking their hat off 
and representing all Edmontonians of African heritage.” 

In turn, the African Centre is also very positive about the po 
lice. Goma says the police are very open to speaking with the 
community, and are enthusiastic when they are invited to speak 
at the centre. 

Accord, on the other hand, worries that neither his organi 
zation nor the police have the resources to tackle the problem 
For example, having someone who speaks Somali work with the 
police would be a huge advantage in these investigations, but he 
doesn’t have the volunteer power to do that. He would like the 
city to invest additional funding for culturally sensitive officers 
“The level of investment from the city — money I'm talking 
about — to the community and the youth, is dismal.” 

But the city has already done a great job, says Goma. The city 
worked out a deal with the school board to use the closed Wel: 
lington junior high school for the Africa Centre’s offices and 
programs. That includes an office for the Somali community. 

As we walk down the halls of the closed school, Tesfaye Ay’ 
lew, the centre's executive director, adds that the city should no! 
be alone in helping immigrants integrate into Canadian society 
The provincial and federal governments must live up to thei! 
responsibilities as well. 

At about 4:30 p.m., the kids at Africa Centre are tired out af 
ter a basketball game in the gym, and stream back into the pr 
gram room. The issues of funding, integration, and race see! 
far from their minds. Joking with their friends and playing 0" 
the computer is a far more pressing concern.

Right Doing Wrong, And Getting Away With It

Last week’s news cycle pretty much 
belonged to the speculation around 
€d Stelmach’s announcement that 
he won't seek re-election and the 
subsequent resignation of Ted 
Morton from the finance minister 
post. Despite rumours of deep divi- 
sions between Stelmach and Morton 
on the subject of deficit budgeting, 
Morton managed to plant an affec- 
tionate pat on Stelmach’s outgoing 
tucchus by citing the premier’s 2006 
show of integrity when he was the 
first to dump his cabinet position in 
the run-up to the PC leadership race. 
Or maybe Morton was attempt- 
ing to bask in the reflected glow of 
Stelmach’s putative “principled posi- 


tion” as he executed the exact same 
manoeuvre 


Reservations about 


Morton's free 
market fundamentalism and the so 
cial conservative views he’s sought 
to downplay in positioning himself 
as premier material will hopefully 
be enough to keep him from helm- 
ing the PC party’ and, inevitably, 
the province. But seeing as how the 
federal Tories have managed to keep 
getting by with a leader who cuts an 
unflattering profile both internation- 
ally and domestically, my optimism 
about our made-in-Alberta plight is 
far from iron-clad 

The similarities between our pro- 
vincial and national predicament oc- 
curred to me while I was sitting in a 
classroom in the University of Al- 
berta’s Education Building last week 
waiting for a presentation by activist 
and author Yves Engler called “The 
Right Did Wrong,” which promised 
to lay out the reason for Canada’s 
failed bid for a seat on the United Na- 
tions Security Council and the ero- 
sion of our international reputation 
generally. If Stephen Harper's thinly 
veiled power lust, obvious disdain for 
parliamentary democracy, secretive 
foreign policy tinkering and blatant 


sabotage of his political enemies 
not to mention a growing militaristic 


streak — weren't enough to torped 


his political future, how can we rest 
easy with the conviction that cold 
blooded right-wing bureaucrats with 
one eye on retrograde social engi 
neering are unelectable in this coun 
try? The depressing analogy extends 
to the fact that neither federal nor 
provincial opposition leaders have 
managed to convert the reigning re 
gimes’ openly ruthless unilateralism 
and frequent public relations cock 
ups into political capital. The loom 
ing federal election hardly looks like 
a grand opportunity for renewal 

The youthful, gangly Engler could 
easily have passed for a grad stu 
dent, though his authorship of four 
books on Canadian foreign policy 
belies his relatively recent status a 
vice-president of Concordia Univer 
sity’s student council. He drew on his 
most recent work, Canada and Is 
rael: Building Apartheid, to start off 
his wide-ranging yet concise survey 
of the factors that led the Council of 
Canadians and other public interest 
groups to campaign against Canada’s 
bid for inclusion on the UN Security 
Council

ANEW GENERATION OF LEADERS 





At the end of the spring session of the 
legislature, both the ruling Tories and the 
Alberta Liberals will embark on leadership 
races. Liberal Leader David Swann an- 
nounced his intentions on Tuesday, a week 
after Premier Ed Stelmach. 

With the Wildrose Alliance splitting the 
conservative vote, and a lackluster PC 
premier seemingly screaming for a response, 
Swan failed to rise to the occasion. Even if he 
could have tested his mettle in an election 
campaign, it’s doubtful the soft-spoken doc 
would have mustered the kind of adrena- 
line-powered super ego needed to push the 
opposition party into government. Swan just 
isn't a political animal. 

{t's ashame. Swann is honest and reason- 
able. He was open to talks to unite the left, 
and pushed for more civility in question 
period. He paid down the party debt, which 
for so long hampered the Liberals’ ability to 
make any headway. Unfortunately, it was 
all too little too late in the suddenly chang- 


ing Alberta political landscape. 

Where does this leave the Alberta Liberal 
Party? Both Harry Chase and Kevin Taft 
have already said they will not seek re- 
election. Leadership prospects from within 
the party appear dim. 

But it is premature to discount them just 
yet. With the right out-righting itself with 
Ted Morton as a potential Tory leader, a 
huge vacuum could form in the middle or 
the political spectrum. 

if the Liberals recruit a big name from 
outside the party, they could have be a 
game changer. If Dave Taylor takes over 
the Alberta Party, his loud bully-style could 
rub progressive voters the wrong way. The 
Liberal party still has its machinery in place. 
With some serious rebranding, and a strong 
leader, it could make some surprising leaps. 
Of course, that's a lot of ‘ifs’ and ‘buts.’ 

The good news is, to paraphrase Swan, 
now could well be the the right time for a 
new generation of leaders to take the reins. 





SNOW REMOVAL NEEDS A SECOND LOOK 





Edmontonians have shown an admi- 
rable level of patience with the'city’s snow 
removal policies. 

The city has been almost overwhelmed 

by two weeks of constant snow, bring- 

ing the January snowfall accumulation to 
near-record levels. Tens of thousands of 
Edmontonians have been waiting patiently 
—and sometimes not-so patiently — for 
snow plows to remove the wretched ruts 
that have made some of our streets nearly 
impassable. When winter took a hiatus last 
week and temperatures soared, streets went 
from snow packed to porridge. Now, with 
winter's unwelcomed returned, a whole new 
set of weird ruts developed. 


Perhaps we shouldn't be too hard on the 
city for its snow-clearing efforts.

Morton Starts The Race 





OUTSIDE POLITICS MAURICE TOUGAS 
IF A PROGRESSIVE 
CHAMPION DOESN'T STEP 
FORWARD, PCS WILL LURCH 
WILDLY TO THE RIGHT 





There is a temptation to say that the 
upcoming battle for the leadership 
of the Progressive Conservatives is 
a fight for the soul of the party. But 
that would indicate they have a soul. 

The PCs long ago stopped pretend- 
ing that they stood for anything oth- 
er than power. In the past, they could 
get away with running campaigns 
without policy, operating on “auto 
pilot” in Ralph Klein’s famous, and 
accurate, phrase. All they had to do 
was say, “Whadaya want, the Liber- 
als?” and that was good enough for 
another landslide. 

Well, folks, welcome to the New 
Alberta. For the first time in years, 
the PCs will have to identify them- 
selves as standing for something. 
The upcoming battle between the 
forces of darkness (Ted Morton) and 


goodness (Hello? Anybody there?) 
will be a battle not for the soul of the 
party, but to give it a soul. 


When Peter Lougheed led to PCs ' 


to their stunning victory 40 years 
ago this August, the party leaned 
heavily on the progressive side. Post- 
Lougheed, the party lost its way, 
choosing to bob along on the ebbs 
and flows of petro dollars. Ralph 
Klein was conservative when the 
money was tight, progressive when 
the money flowed. Ed Stelmach car- 
ried on the Klein tradition, but he 
didn’t have the personality cult that 
protected Klein. Stelmach’s whop- 
ping victory in 2008 allowed the 
Tories to pretend it was business as 
usual, but clearly Stelmach didn’t 
have the personality or base of sup- 
port to keep the internal party fis- 
sures from erupting into Richter- 
scale earthquake. 

So now we have a’ premier who 
is close to being relegated to irrel- 
evance, and a party in power that is 
going to be obsessed with a leader- 
ship race. This is going to be fun to 
watch. 

Morton is the first out of the chute 
(alittle horsey reference I'm sure he'll 
appreciate), and it's a smart move by 
asmart guy. There are always risks to 
being the first to declare, but in this 
case the benefits outweigh the risks 


by a long way. First, he quit cabinet 
giving up his additional $63,000 in 
cabinet member salary. Klein told 
any cabinet ministers who wanted to 
run for the leadership that they had 
to quit the cabinet (Stelmach was the 
first to do so), and no doubt Stelmach 
will do the same. Morton has thrown 
down the principle gauntlet, quitting 
cabinet and taking a pay cut so he 
won't be tempted to use his high-pro- 
file cabinet position as a vote getting 
tool. Any cabinet member will have 
to do the same, literally putting their 
future in the party on the line. 

(By the way, this game of musical 
cabinet chairs will mean lovely pay- 
days for some backbenchers. When a 
cabinet member quits, a backbench- 
er — probably an innocuous Friend 
of Ed, or some old seat warmer near- 
ing the end of his career — gets a un- 
expected boost into cabinet, and into 
another pay bracket. And the goodies 
just keep on coming; when a member 
quits, the very generous don’t-call-it 
a-pension package is based on his 
highest earning year. Ka-ching!) 

Freed from cabinet duties, Morton 
is now free to roam the province, 
picking up support in community 
halls and farmhouse kitchens, hil- 
ting up unnamed benefactors for 
big cash, while potential rivals toil

The current ad campaign for Samuel 
Adams beer makes the somewhat du- 
bious claim that the company’s beer, 
stored in brown bottles, is better pre- 
served than beer in — eew! — clear 
or green bottles. So, time to break out 
your beakers (and beer bottles) and 
tell me if there is any validity to this 
claim, or if it’s just the usual market- 
ing babble. —David 

Agreed, Although we spurn out- 
right trivia, David, we recognize that 
some of the questions we deal with 
at the Straight Dope are more con- 
sequential than others. The theory 
of relativity, species collapse, and so 
on... this is the stuff of party chat- 
ter. Every so often, however, we get 
to settle one of the great questions of 
our times. Today is such a day. 

Despite the occasional introduction 
of civet feces (no joke) or other ec- 
centric ingredients, beer is an essen- 
tially simple product, typically made 
from water, malted grains, yeast, and 
hops. These seemingly uncomplicat- 


ed fixings give rise to more than 600 
volatile compounds, with chemical 
reactions continuing the entire time 
the beer ages. As with most chemi- 
cal reactions, heat speeds them up, 
as can the energy in light. Some of 
these reactions can yield a mellower 
flavour. Too much light, however, 
and your brew may be “lightstruck,” 
meaning you get skunky beer. 

The first reference to lightstruck 
beer dates from 1875, but the cause 
was unknown until the late 20th cen- 
tury. The culprit: hops. You may ask: 
what are hops, anyway? | confess 
to being a little vague on the subject 
myself. Hops are the conelike flow- 
ers of the climbing plant Humulus 
lupulus, used to give beer its bitter 
flavour. When light reacts with cer- 
tain hop-derived compounds, it cre- 
ates a variety of unpleasant-smelling 
and tasting chemicals, the biggie 
being 3-methyl-2-butene-1-thiol, or 
MBT. 

There are several ways to prevent 
beer from becoming lightstruck: 
brew it without hops, use light-re- 
sistant hop extract instead, or add 
antioxidants. Since all these things 


affect the taste, though, most brew- 
ers prefer to simply keep the beer 
away from light. Packaging beer in 
cans is one obvious solution, but 
beer snobs historically have shunned 
cans, claiming they impart a metal- 
lic taste. Modern high-tech coatings 
have largely allayed such concerns, 
and some now claim cans are the 
ideal way to package beer. 

But about glass. 
Coloured glass can filter out both vis- 


you asked 
ible and ultraviolet light. Brown glass 
tends to block more light than green; 
clear glass, predictably, doesn’t block 
much at all. Since dark beers absorb 
more light than light beers, it’s essen- 
tial to store stouts, bocks, and the like 
in brown bottles, while lighter beers 
can be happy in green ones. 

Or so goes the theory. To see how 


things worked out in practice, we | 


turned, as so often, to the lab. My 
assistants Una and Fierra, both ex- 
perienced home brewers, cooked up 
a batch of extra-hoppy German-style 
beer which they dubbed “Cecil's Do- 
petoberfest,” containing a modest 
4.6 per cent alcohol by volume. They 
bottled it in brown, green, and clear 
glass and let it age for six weeks in a 
cool basement. 

Next they grouped the bottles into 
five sets of three (each comprising 
one bottle of each colour) and left 
them outdoors in direct sunlight for 
different lengths of time, keeping 
control samples safely hidden. The 
five groups of bottles were exposed 
to three, eight, 24, 48, and 72 hours 
of sunlight respectively. Thanks to 
cold weather, keeping the bottles cool 
while in the sun wasn't a problem, al- 
though incursions by squirrels and 
possums required occasional inter- 
vention. After their time in the sun, 
the bottles from each group plus sev- 
eral control bottles were refrigerated 
to about 2C and sampled in a double- 
blind taste test. 

Results: 

+ After three hours of sun exposure

- After 24 hours of sun, the clear- 
bottled beer produced a strong 
skunky odour and a taste Fierra not- 
ed as “Ewwwww!” The green-bottled 
beer started to taste metallic 

- After 48 hours, the clear-bottled 
beer became still more disgusting, 
and upon opening could be smelled 
from six feet away. The green-bottled 


beer had acquired a strong metallic 
taste — Una, summoning her inner 
barbarian, could choke it down, but 
not Fierra. The brown-bottled beer 
remained indistinguishable from the 
control 

+ After 72 hours in the sun, even 
the brown-bottled beer was starting 
to go. 

Conclusions: (1) In this world of 
mendacity and fraud, at least one 
ad claim has a basis in fact — brown 
bottles do protect beer better than 
green or clear. (2) Notwithstanding 
(1), in the war of beer versus sun, 
don't bet against the sun

textures. My co-diner’s linguine was 
similarly slathered with tomato sauce 
and wound around ample scallops, 
prawns, calamari and shiny black 
shells just parted to reveal succulent 
steamed mussels within. | tried not 
to gawp at the perfectly turned ten- 
derloin in rich jus set before the diner 
to my left, nor its fluffy complement 
of mashed potatoes, but it was hard 


not to stare. 

The char was browned on one 
side the better to hold together the 
delicate, silken flesh of the fillet as 
it soaked up the butter sauce laced 
with a touch of white wine. By con- 
trast, the meaty prawns were firm, 
mouth filling and slightly sweet — I 
especially enjoyed swirling them up 
in forkfuls of the garlicky, fresh- 
flavoured house-made pasta.

Much more surprisingly, the other 
dessert overcame my general indif- 
ference to baked meringue by topping 
its sugary, sponge-toffee texture with 
coffee liqueur-flavoured whipped 
cream, chocolate syrup, toasted al- 
monds and a scoop of vanilla gelato. 
At first I thought the fluffiness of

The taxi door slams with a hollow 
thud, like the bursting of giant bub- 
ble wrap. Rich Terfry, better known 
as Buck 65, fishes his pockets for the 
fare before handing it to the cabbie 
through the passenger window. 
“When touring | find myself in 
taxis a lot and having conversations 
with taxi drivers,” Buck says as the 
cab speeds away. “In that job you 
have to be able to deal with a lot that 
the average person doesn’t in terms 
of violent people, potentially crazy 
People, definitely drunk people. 
They’re really taken for granted.” 
Buck made a deliberate effort 
ot to ignore those cabbies during 
4 studio stint that was part of one

of his most prolific recording spells 
— over the past two years he accu- 
mulated enough tunes to release a 
recent string of EP’s dubbed 20 Odd 
Years, before bundling them into an 
album of the same name. He gave 
one of the remaining recordings — 
“The Oath,” about an immigrant taxi 
driver — to the producers of a War 
Child compilation. 

“It came from the idea that 
there's an oath a taxi driver takes, 
either literally with his company or 
in some spirit,” Buck says. “It's like 
when you sit in a taxi and see the 
passengers’ rights, that's basically 
the promises that your driver is mak- 
ing to you.” 

Buck 65 has hopped into many 
cabs since he was first inspired to 
write that ode to the traffic's unsung 
heroes nearly a year ago — most driv- 
ers reaffirmed the sentiment, but one 
seemed to make a deliberate effort to 
buck against it. 

“On the one hand he's giving 
me an idea of the shit that he takes 
from customers sometimes, but in

“He 
had some harsh words about the 
other taxi companies, the other driv- 
ers and for that matter other people 
from certain parts of the world. | 
found myself kind of frozen, 1 was 
trying to hear this guy out, but I was 
afraid to even say ‘uh huh’ to make it 
sound like I was agreeing with where 
he was coming from.” 

But eventually Buck developed 
a strange sort of gratitude for that 
driver's bristly slurs. 

“| try to use those interactions 
as an opportunity to break out of the 
bubble that I find myself living in. I 
try to gain some kind of useful per- 
spective. Because ... with the people 
I associate with there are things, 
without thinking even about, that 
you kind of take for granted.” 

Buck's avant-garde circle of 
friends may seem far more enlight- 
ened than the city’s embittered cab- 
bies — but that sort of comfort zone 
is much too insulated and sterilized

Against the World — he used far more 
melodious production on his latest.

The two 
Canadian troubadours also pushed 
past lyrical boundaries, forgoing 
introspective rhymes in favour of a 
narrative about a drowning man. 

Buck says that kind of character

So when Keltner agreed to the proj- 
ect, Lefebvre suddenly found himself 
living a bit of a dream. 

“Once I had Brian and Jim Keltner 
on board all the other chips just fell 
and we got this unspeakably good 
band, maybe one of the best bands 
in the world to do both the records,” 
Lefebvre says, referring to his pair 
(yes, pair) of double albums, 2009 
debut Psalings and latest offer 
ing Initial Album 

“Now five of them are coming out 
on the road with me. I can hardly be- 
lieve it myself.” 

Lefebvre’s enthusiasm is conta- 
gious 

“I'm still as knocked out today as 
the first day these guys were coming 
out to do my stuff. It's a whole new 
adventure for me. I always imag- 
ined |’d be scared shitless but I’m 
sort of not. I’m just really excited 
for the opportunity to play with the 
guys again.” He chuckles, “T'd really 
have to try hard to make those guys 
sound bad.”

To say that the folk music coming out 
of Greenwich Village in the '60s was 
simple is kind of the wrong word. 
Even though all those songs really 
needed was a guitar and a voice, con- 
sidering the themes, emotions and 
the politics they stirred up and con- 


| fronted, it's some of the most com- 


plicated and challenging music ever 
written. The impact of the songs that 
singer-songwriters like Bob Dylan, 
Joni Mitchell, Pete Seeger and Simon 
& Garfunkel wrote at that time is im- 
measurable. They started modestly, 
as an artist singing, and they ended 
up moving a generation 

It's such an engaging and excep- 
tional songbook, it's hard not to be 
influenced by that place and that 
time. As artistic director for Revv52, 
a Calgary-based choral music en- 
semble, Brian Farrell became deeply 
inspired by Greenwich Village and 
the sound that took root there over 
several trips to New York. 

“This summer I went for an ex- 
tended period of time,” Farrell says, 
taking time from rehearsals to chat 


over the phone. “I just hunkered 
into the village. I walked the streets 
I went to the music venues, to the 
clubs and | went to the park, Wash 
ington Square, where | listened to the 
music there. [I] got to talk to musi 
cians and to the people on the street, 
to the people in the record stores. It's 
so rich with history — it's a real mark 
in what really happened in the world 
at that little place in Greenwich Vi!

film about Mark Hogancamp. Ho- 
gancamp is a New York State man, 
a former alcoholic, who was severely 
peaten by five other men in a bar 
fight. After being in a coma for nine 
days and in hospital for 40 days, he 
was released when his funds ran out 
to support his therapy. Although suf- 
ering from memory loss and mo- 
tor impairment due to the attack, 
Hogancamp stopped drinking and 





ound another way to continue his 
own rehabilitation: he began creat- 
ing a 1/6-scale town called Marwen- 
col, set in Second World War era 
Belgium, populated by the alter-egos 
of himself, his friends and family, in 


the form of military action figures 
and Barbie dolls. He began making 


























up elaborate plots and scenarios for 
the characters and photographing 
the stories. His plots centre on rug- 
ged American, British and German 
soldiers who congregate at a bar, Ho- 
gancamp’s, also known as The Ru- 
ined Stocking, a catfight club where 
staged women’s fights are the main 
attraction. 

Eventually, his story and his world 
was discovered by David Naugle, a 
photographer who admired his work, 
and with his help and that of Tod Lip- 
py, the editor of Esopus Magazine, a 
showing of his work was arranged 
at a prominent New York art gallery 
and Hogancamp was transformed 
from a brain-damaged victim into 
an admired artist.

Blue (2006) and editor/producer/ 
co-writer on Broadcast 23 (2005), 
explores Hogancamp’s world and his 
story in 83 fascinating minutes 

In some ways, the film is a study 
of sexual identity. Partway through 
it reveals Hogancamp’s interest in 
women's shoes and cross-dressing 
One can read parallels to a variety 
of other artists and their obsessions 
with sexual stereotypes from Andy 
Warhol (who began his career draw- 
ing women’s shoes and was inter- 
ested in rough men, ‘glamour, and 
celebrity), to Kenneth Anger (with 
his motorcycle imagery), William S 
Burroughs (his fixations with gang- 
sters and cowboys), Tom of Finland 
(with his ultra-macho leather-clad 
men), and even The Village People 
(with their camp portrayals of men's 
cultural images: the policeman, con- 
struction worker, cowboy, Indian 
chief, biker, GI and sailor). The or- 
dinary women Hogancamp knows 
are all portrayed as exotically coifed 
Barbie dolls in his world and the men 
(including himself) as tough, gun- 
toting soldiers. His mother, Edda, is 
the figurine of Pussy Galore, from 
the James Bond film Goldfinger 
(1964). There is a bizarre quality to 
all this yet the film is also about the 
healing power of therapy, even that 
which may be unconventional and 
self-administered. Like Exit Through

the very nature of art Hogancamp | 


never thought of himself as an artist 
prior to being “discovered,” yet both 
his pre-attack drawings with their 
similar focus on images of women, 
violence and war and his “alcoholic” 
diaries show a fair degree of both 
sophistication and self-awareness 
It begs the question, “When does art 
become art?”

“Now that's where we've had 
really great arrangers,” says Farrell 
“They don’t get in the way. They 
let the story tell itself. You don’t put 
unnecessary items into the mix, so 
that the actual words are understood 
and heard and they're translated into 
a rhythm that has the sensibility of 
that time. 

“You have to go with great arrange- 
ments. That's the trick that pulls the 
audience into the essence of the ma- 
terial.” 

Taking on the challenge of convert- 
ing these songs is perfectly represen- 
tative of what Farrell set out to do in 


1995 when he took over as artistic 
director of Calgary Choral, changed 
its name to Revv52, and laid down 


the mission of ‘expanding the bounds 


of choral singing.’ 


“It's almost like saying what is | 


Cirque du Soleil?” he says. “Is 
it a circus? No. It’s hard to define 
that right? But they've absolutely 
expanded the bounds of what 
acrobatics might be all about. It’s 
the same kind of headspace forus with 
music and choral music in particular. 
But the heart of it all is the story.” 

And in this particular case, they've 
chosen songs with incredible stories 
to tell.

Another Year is one of those mov- 
ies where not a lot happens, and a lot 
happens at the same time. It's just 
like life. Anyone'’s life. 

Another Year follows an unevent- 
ful 12 months in the lives of a lovely 
British couple, Tom and Gerri (Jim 
Broadbent and Ruth Sheen). He's 
a geologist, she’s a counsellor, and 
they're still quite in love with each 
other and content with their lives. 
They’re the kind of people you'd love 
to have as neighbours and friends. 
They have a son, Joe (Oliver Malt- 
man), who's 30-ish and unmarried, 
which is a bit of a concern to mum 
and dad, but they have faith that he'll 
find his way. He returns that confi- 
dence by being a good and loving 
son. 

You can’t make much of a movie 
around a happy couple and their 
well-adjusted grown son. Their 
friends, however, are entirely differ- 
ent'stories, 

Gerri has been friends for years 
with Mary (Lesley Manville), a 
clingy, desperately unhappy woman 
of a certain age who drinks a lot and 
spends way too much time at Tom 
and Gerri’s place. She's prone to tell- 
ing long winded, dreary stories about 
her life, which don’t get any more 
interestirig the more she drinks. She 
even has eyes for Joe, but when she 
is introduced as “Auntie Mary” to

Joe's girlfriend, she is crushed. (To be 
honest, I'm not quite sure why Tom 
and Gerri even tolerate having Mary 
around; if Mary came around to my 
house, I'd turn out the lights and pre- 
tend I wasn’t home.) 

Not much better off is Ken (Peter 
Wight), and old pal of Tom’s who is a 
heart attack waiting to happen. He's 
seriously overweight, a heavy drink- 
er and a smoker who can't face the 
prospect of retirement because he 
wouldn't know what to do with him- 
self. He has eyes for Mary, but she's 
a little too unappealing even for her. 
Late in the film we meet Tom's taci- 
turn brother Ronnie (David Brad- 
ley), who is somewhat shell-shocked 
after the death of his wife. Her fu- 
neral, so small and impersonal, is 
achingly sad. 

Mike Leigh (Happy-Go-Lucky, 
Secrets and Lies, Vera Drake) is the 
leading exponent of the very British 
“kitchen sink dramas”, stories of of- 
ten alienated everyday Brits. Thanks 


to Leigh’s absolutely stellar cast 
(Manville is both heartbreaking and | 
irritating as Mary), every moment in 
Another Year feels real. Most of us | 
have met (and envied) couples like | 
Tom and Gerri, and tried to avoid | 
people like Mary and Ken. 

Why are some people happy and 
successful, while others flounder in | 
life? Hell if I know, and Another Year | 
doesn’t try to answer any big ques- 
tions. Some of us make the most of | 
the hand we're dealt, and some of us 
just seem to have been dealt better | 
hands. It is what it is. | 

Another Year will not appeal to | 
moviegoers looking for little escap- | 


ist fare on a Saturday night. There | 
| 


is really no conventional story here, 
and isn’t ended happily. It takes some 
getting used to, and the soundtrack is 





rather depressing. But the deeper you | 


get in the film, the more involved you 
become. Unlike most disposable film | 
fare, Another Year lingers in your 


mind long after the closing credits.

BLACKSTONE DISCUSSES REAL 
ISSUES AND SENSITIVE TOPICS

If the purpose of drama is to prompt 
questioning, then writer, producer 
and director Ron €. Scott isn’t afraid 
of sensitive subjects. 

“We don't shy away from things,” 
Scott says of his new TV series 
Blackstone, shot in and around €d- 
monton last summer. The program 
premiered Jan. 25 on the Aboriginal 
Peoples Television Network. 

It's rather the case, Scott continues, 
that the series’ creators respect the 
audience, by acknowledging certain 


| realities. In this case, it's the compli- 


cated realities of life on the fictional 
reserve of Blackstone — including 
the problem of political corruption, a 
topic that’s no stranger to headlines 
across Canada. 

Yet Scott is sure to emphasize that 
there's no intent to mirror any one 
case or community. 

“We didn't want to get specific with 
geography,” Scott says. “We're not 
attacking any one party. We're look- 
ing to show reserve life in a wider 
context, beyond the headlines.” 

In the eyes of some cast members, 
the show is in fact a welcome at- 
tempt to shed some light on certain 
problems. 

“This kind of corruption is a recur- 
ring problem,” says actor Carmen 
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Moore, who plays Blackstone's newly 
elected chief Leona Stoney. “And we 
knew it might be controversial from 
the start.” She confirms the setting 
is meant to be a composite of many 
reserves. 

All this is precisely what makes the 
show important. “I believe Black- 
stone is nothing less than revolution 
ary in its portrayal of these issues 
and of a strong female chief,” says 
Moore's fellow cast member Michelle 
Thrush, who assumes the role of the 
alcoholic Gail in the series. Gail does 
her best to lend support to the new 
chief, whose primary task is cleaning 
up mismanagement that's festered 
under her predecessor, Andy Fraser 
(Eric Schweig). 

“When I first read the script 
Thrush says, “I was almost afraid to 
get into it. We were really peeling the 
Band-Aid off; most people, especially 
non-Aboriginal people, are normally 
not privy to this kind of insider per 
spective.” 

Thrush was perhaps even more 
afraid of the journey she'd have to 
take as an actor. “There's a history 
of alcoholism in my own family,” she 
says. While the disease never infect 
ed her personally, it was nonetheless 
scary for the actor to portray some 
one who has been. 

“Some days I was even scared to 
go to set,” Thrush says. “It’s terrible 
to think of the sickness of alcohol- | 
ism in our communities. And some 
people won't be ready to look at the 
problem as we portray it.” 

Still, Moore emphasizes, it’s not all 
darkness and despair. 

“There's a lot of humour, believe it 
or not,” she laughs. “But we're also 
going to make a lot of people very re 
lieved, I think.” In fact, she says, one 
band chief even came on set to com 
mend the production — that being 
Harry Sharphead, Chief of Enoch 
Cree Nation, located just west of €d- 
monton. 

“We have chiefs and counsellors 
all over the country doing amazing 
work,” Thrush says. “We're taking 
responsibility for our own actions, 
despite being given such a shitty deal 
historically.” 

“And storytelling is so much a pat 
of how we deal with big questions 
in our culture,” says Thrush, whos 
of Cree ancestry. “As artists, we? 
raising awareness — and facilitating 
dialogue.”

The long-overdue death of the Com- 
ics Code Authority is quite a note to 
kick off a new year in comics.

Now that Archie Comics has aban- 
doned the code, it's been rendered 
defunct. 

What a marvelous signifier that the 
Comics medium isn’t — and never

Google “most anticipated comics 
2011,” and you get no shortage of ar- 
ticles touting the “Most Anticipated 
Superhero Movies of 2011.”

Stealing Away From The Ordinary 





THE ABDUCTION FROM THE SERAGLIO

How do you take an opera from 
stuffy, precious and sacrosanct to 
slick, frothy and daring? 

Fast forward 175 years. 

In a bold move, director Michael! 
Cavanagh, working with the Edmon- 
ton Opera, resets the Mozart classic 
Abduction from the Seraglio from 
the late 18th century into the early 
1960s. 

Billed as Dr. No meets Mad Men 
meets I Dream of Jeannie, Cavanagh 
has let his imagination run wild with 
his dramatic re-imagining of this 
starchy singalong. 

“This opera can be a little stodgy 
and people take it a little too seri- 
ously,” says Cavanagh. The Seraglio 
is treated “like it’s made of fine china. 
We're taking the serious part serious- 
ly. But the first rule of theatre is don't 
bore your audience. I’m convinced 
Mozart would enjoy the mischievous 


approach we're taking with it.” 

The Seraglio follows the quest of 
Belmonte and his servant Pedrillo, 
as the pair attempts to rescue damsel 
Kostanze from the harem of Pasha 
Selim. Cavanagh kept the plot intact, 
while refreshing the dialogue to bet- 
ter fit the new setting. 

Cavanagh is careful to point out 
that while the timeframe and cos- 
tuming got the mod treatment, the 
Turkish location remains the same. 
Still, the borders of modern Turkey 
don't fit with Mozart's interpreta- 
tion. 

“Their idea of what Turkey was is 
very vague,” he explains. “Oriental- 
ism was sweeping Europe as a fash- 
ion trend, as decoration. All things 
that were vaguely Mid-Eastern or 
even North African were consid- 
ered de rigeur. So a lot of settings for 
these operas were theoretically Tur- 
key, but they weren't, just a general- 
ized vaguely Arabian feeling.” 

Today, especially given regional 
tensions, there are unavoidable con- 
sequences to staying faithful to the 
original location. 

“There are some political, social, 
and religious issues that percolate up 
now for us. We're trying to defuse 
that situation by setting it in another 
time, the early "60s where. things

were seemingly more innocent for 
all of us. You could have good clean 
fun — drinking, smoking and blood- 
shed,” Cavanagh jokes. 

He insists that, while his reinter- 
pretation of The Seraglio is unique, 
the phenomenon of re-imagining op- 
era is hardly new. 

“You go to Europe and it’s hard to 
find an opera in its traditional set- 
ting because almost every piece is 
turned on its head,” he says. “You 
have to be careful that when you do 
that you stay true to the originators 
intentions.” 

These universal themes lend them- 
selves well to any setting but add in 
the need for a seraglio where women 
are sequestered away from public 


life, and the possible scenarios nar- 
row. 

“| played with setting it in Bounti- 
ful, B.C.,” Cavanagh says, with “the 
beautiful mountains as the backdrop 
with sister wives. I played with the 
Big Love setting in a Mormon area.” 

But Cavanagh shied away from 
lobbing a political grenade into the 
audience. Other directors, he ex- 
plains, take a dark turn and set the 
piece in burka-clad modern day Iraq 
or Afghanistan. 

“That's something | did not consid- 
er,” he says. “I did not want to make 
it into a political football or contro- 
versial piece.” 

After all, creating controversy for 
its own sake is not the only way to 


win a new audience. 


“You can’t afford in our business to 
only present the operas that every- 
one knows or operas that no one’s 
heard of. We need to present shows 
that have a real entertainment factor 
so the casual ticket buyer can be sur- 
prised and delighted by having their 
expectations are altered.” 

Ultimately, Cavanagh says, the 
axis of the art form is compelling 
storytelling. 

“Opera can be just pure fun and 
along the way, even if you don't real- 
ize it, as you're enjoying it and look- 
ing at the topical references, along 
comes something to say about huv- 
man beings and how they relate to 
each other.”
